While Lay Retreats had been con- 
ducted in Maryland, Louisianna, Ohio, 
California and other centers, prior to 
that date, these were only sporadic 
and, as far as could be ascertained, 
‘had no successive and annua! continu- 
ity. 
|. The first permanentiy established 
| Lay Retreat was the one held in Tech- 
iny, Illinois, in the Archdiocese of Chi- 
leago, July 19-22, 1906. It was con- 
ducted by the Society of the Divine 
Word and was attended by seventeen 
men. The Retreat Master was the 
Reverend Anton O6cehlerer, 8. V. "D. 
Since that date an unbroken succession 
(of annua! Retreats have been conduct- 
‘ed by the Fathers of the Society of 
the Divine Word at Techny for a quar- 
ter of a century. To commemorate 
this anniversary, twelve week-end Re- 
| treats will be conducted at Techny, 
‘TL, this year, beginning with July 
16-19. 

The beginning of the Retreat Move- 
ment is traced back to our Divine 
Saviour Himself. Saintly men and wo-

non-Catholic examination of sacred 
writings is like that, for instance, of 
ancient classics, made by learned, but, 
after all, fallible men, and, conse- 
quently, their Judgment rests only on 
human authority, and is, therefore, 


insufficient for the making of a super- | 


natural act of faith. Catholics have 
their Bible declared to be inspired by 
the infallible Church, and, consequent- 
ly, their faith rests on the authority 
of God Himself. Thus they are really 
enabled to make a supernatural act of 
faith in the teaching of writings, 
which the infallible Church has de- 
clared to be inspired. 


(4) The conviction, that the holy 
Scriptures are inspired writings, is not 
all that is required. There yet remain 
doubts regarding the true meaning of 
their contents. This is confirmed by 
daily experience. Nothing is more 
evident, than that those who do not 
admit the infallible teaching authority 
_of the Church, although they still ad- 
mit the authenticity and inspiration 
of the holy Scriptures, are continually 
quarrelling among themselves about 
its meaning, and the most learned 
among them are just the very ones 
who disagree most. Catholics, on the 
contrary, having first convinced them- 
selves of their Church being endowed 
; with infallibility in teaching, are in- 
fallibly sure, not only of the inspira- 
tion of the holy Scriptures but also 
of their true meaning. 


(5) That the Bible alone was not 
intended to be the sole rule of faith is 


sufficiently evident from history, 
which tells us that the Catholic 
Church existed already fully three 


centuries before it had become known 
which were inspired writings. His- 
tory tells us also, that the Bible was 
not the sole rule of faith, even after 
the Third Council of Carthage had de- 
clared which writings were inspired 
and which were not. This is apparent 
from the fact, that before the art of 
printing was invented, it was, at least, 
morally impossible for the great ma- 
jority of people to have a Bible for 
their use. Neither is the Bible in- 
tended to be the only rule of faith at 
present. The rule of faith left by our 
Lord must be a rule that all can make 
use of. Such a rule cannot be the 
Bible, since there will always be a 
great number of people who either 
cannot read, or cannot get a copy of 
the Bible in their own lancuage. or 
cannot understand what they read. 
This is corroborated by every day's 
experience In fact, the boastful 
watchword of the so-called Reforma- 
tion, “The Bible, and nothing but the 
Bible,” has never been carried out in 
practice. The real difference between 
Protestants and Catholics consists ac- 
tually in this, that Protestants accept 
as interpreters of holy Scripture un- 
authorized individuals or small bodies 
of men, whilst Catholics have as their 
interpréters of Holy Writ the infal- 
lible Church of God.

They are, in fact, little chats from one 
neighbor to another, each explaining 
in a simple and interesting manner 
one of the many things which non- 
Catholics do not know or understand 
in its true light. They are never com- 
bative. They do not mention Protes- 
tant creeds or the lack thereof. They 
are friendly, informative, courteous, 
but never compromising. 

On the back of each pamphiet is our 
Society's name and address, the names 
of the seven committeemen and our 
slogan: “If it’s anything Catholie— 
ask a Catholic.” This avecids all tinge 
of anonymity and States the purpose 
of our work. 

The front page of each pamphlet 
is devoted to a short title. Some state

In a recent issue of the New York Times a reader of that 
paper expressed his views concerning the long vacations 
which ministers of Protestant sects take during the summer 
months. He brought out the fact that many pastors desert 
‘their parishioners from June until September, leaving them 
to seek spiritual ministrations as best they can. “In many 
churches,” he said, “guest preachers are obtained for the 
summer months or services are practically discontinued.” 


He continued in part: 


“In looking over the church notices and programs for the 
summer last Sunday morning in your valuable paper, I read: 
‘Many pastors will preach for last time before returning from 
vacations in Fall.’ ‘Most congregations drop all but morning 
services. ‘In a few hotses of tagdegr there will be guest 
preachers, and with each Sunday of the vacations this will 
continue.’ 

“On Monday morning I read in The Times that a pastor 
in New York City, preaching to his congregation on the 
morning of June 21st, the last before a two months’ vacation, 
rebuked Christians who perform their obligations to God only 
when the weather is temperate and warned them against a 
slackening of spiritual energies in the coming months, add- 
ing: ‘The poisons which enter our systems through the sum- 
mer can only be withstood by the anti-toxin of a vigorous 
spiritual life.’

What of the 
ministers and the secretaries of our church societies who get 
away from the heat and noise of the city to their summer 
homes in the midst of quiet, green fields, ocean breezes, moun- 
tains and lakes, with the crying need of the city left behind 
them? ; 

“Can any one imagine the Christ taking a three months’ 
vacation in the midst of a despondency and discouragement 
seldom witnessed before? Of what is the Church thinking? 
We need much more than preaching to attract and draw the 
people to the churches today. We need as never before the 
Christ brought close in deeds as well as in preaching. The 
sympathetic and understanding touch of kindly feeling from 
man to man means much in this world at the present time.

have the name of Bonaventure. Did 
you ever know that this name means 
“good luck”? St. Francis gave our 
Saint this name, after Bonaventure 
cured Francis of a serious sickness. 
“Bona” means “luck”, and “ventura” 
means happening, or chance. So these 
two Latin words put together mean 
“Good Luck”. 

St. Bonaventure was a poor and 
humble Franciscan Monk. Yet, he was 
very learned, and had the happiness 
of living with such Saints as Thomas 
Aquinas and Francis. One time St. 
Thomus asked Bonaventure where he 
received all his wisdom about the 
things of God. St. Bonaventure asil- 
ently pointed to the Crucifix. 

When our Saint was writing the life 
of St. Francis, St. Thomas suddenly 
walked into Bonaventure’s room. St. 
Thomas told his friends, ““Let us leave 
a Saint to write the life of a Saint.” 
You know St. Thomas Aquinas is ¢al- 
led “The Angel of the Schools,” be- 
cause his great learning, and St. 
Bonaventure received his Doctor’s cap 
and degree with St. Thomas. Bona- 
venture was the spiritual adviser of 
St. Louis, and the spiritual! director 
of St. Isabella, the sister of St. Louis. 

At the age of thirty-five, he was 
made general of his Religious Order.

Leviticus, is the Book of the Bible 
which tells us about the service and 
ceremonies of the Old Testament, as 
practiced by the priests and Levites. 
They were descendants of Levi, the 
third son of Jacob. Levi is a Hebrew 
word meaning “attached to”. The 
Tribe of Levi was set aside by the.

tuary, and on “this account, they re-| 
ceived no land. All the other tribes 
gave something, called tithes, to help.
